DATE OF PRIMARY FIXED 
BY LAW AS SEPTEMBER 11 


Unequivocal Declaration in 
Support of President Wil- 
son in Carrying Out War 
Policies Expected. 


Pursuant to the call of J, J. Flynt, 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee will meet this morning at 11 
o’clock in the assembly room of the 
Kimball house. 

Several of the members of the com- 
mittee reached the city last night, and 
others will arrive this morning. 


The meeting is called for the purpose 
of arranging for the fal] primary which 


is to nominate Georgia's next governor 
and the long list of statehouse offi- 
cers. In addition to this, the same pri- 
mary will also name the next United 
States senator from Georgia to suc- 
ceed the junior senator, Mr. Hardwick. 

Following the usual custom, the com- 
mittee will have little or nothing be- 
fore it today than what is outlined for 
it in the general state primary laws, 
and that is the afrangement of details 
for the primary. 

The committee will not even have the 
privilege, which has been accorded 
heretofore to state committees, of nam- 


ing the date of the primary within the 
fixed period indicated by law. 
Primary September 11. 

The date is, now fixed by law, and 
the committee today has no alternative 
than to call the primary for the second 
Wednesday in September, which this 
year is September 11. 

This date, therefore, will be set by 
the committee which will call the state 
convention, declare the basis of repre- 
sentation, provide for choice of dele- 
gates and take such other steps as may 
be necessary to provide for a fair and 
an impartial primary. 

Beyond this the committee will nwt 
gO, and not a single member of thos 
who arrived in the city last night indi- 
cated that any other suggestion has 
even been considered. 

Will Indorse , Wilson. 

It is said that the only other resolu- 
tion that will be considered today will 
_ be an unequivocal declaration of loyal 
support not only of the members of 
the committee, but for the people of 
the state, to President Woodrow Wil- 
son in carrying out the war policies of 
the administration. 

Those, therefore, who expected to- 
day’s meeting of the committee to de- 
velop a sensation incident to the sen- 
atorial campaign will be disappointed. 

It is not probable that the senator- 
ship will even be mentioned at the 
meeting of the committee, nor will any 
other matter come before that body 
other than what may be expected in 
making routine provision for the pri- 
mary under the terms of the state law.

Collinsville, Ill., April 10.—A request 
that his body be wrapped in the 
American flag formed the last words 
of Robert B. Prager, hanged here by 
a mob early last Friday, according to 
testimony today before the coroner’s 


closed doors. 

Riegel, according to these, persons, 
admitted he was a leader of the mob. 

Prager was hoisted in the air by 
boys from 12 to 16 years old, Riegel is 
said to have testified. He is declared 
to have said that Prager denied that 
he was a spy or that he had boarded 
powder with the purpose of blowing up 
the Maryville mine. Riegel, it is said, 
paid a tribute to Prager’s bravery, de- 
claring that the latter never shed a 
tear except when he kissed the flag 
and that he did not beg for mercy. 

Riegel made a confession early today 
to a St. Louis newspaper man and per- 
sons present at the inquest asserted to- 
night that Riegel had reiterated before 
the jury every detail mentioned in his 
statement to the reporter. 

Story of the Lynching. 

According to Riegel’s alleged state- 
ment to the newspaper men he said 
he was in a Collinsville saloon at 10:15 
o’clock Thursday night when a police- 
man came in and ordered the place 
closed, explaining that a crowd had 
collected around the jail and a dis- 
turbance was feared. Leaving the sa- 
loon he found the crowd. 

“The mayor came out and made a 
speech and tried to get us to go 
away,” the confession said. “He de- 
clared the man was gone. I asked 
whether he would allow a United States 
army man to go in and see, and I 
showed him my army discharge papers. 

“He told me to come on in, which I 
did,, and the crowd followed. If we 
had found the man in the cell we would 
not have bothered him, but it made us 
angry to feel that the police had 
sneaked him away. We went outside, 
surrounded the place and decided to 
look again.

Wanted to Write Parents. 


Riegel’s story then proceeds: 

“Somebody tied the rope around 
Prager’s neck and several boys from 
12 to 16 years old pulled him up. His 
hands were not tied and he grabbed at 
the rope. They let him down and we 
said, ‘Now are you going to tell whether 
anybody is mixed yp with you?” We 
told him we were going to kill him if 
he did not tell everything. 

“He said his parents were living and 
that he wanted to write to them. He 
also said he had three partners, but 
refused to tell their names. 

“All the time the crowd kept getting 
more excited and angry. Some one 
shouted, ‘Well, if he won't come in 
with anything, eka him up.’ A boy 
produced a handkerchief and his hands 
were tied. I might have been the man 
who did the tying. I was drunk and 
because had been in the army the 
crowd made me the big man in the 
affair and I guess I was sort of puffed 
up over that. 

“Just as we were about to string him 
up Prager said, ‘All right, boys, go 
ahead and kill me, but wrap me in the 
flag when you bury me.’ 

“Then they pulled the rope. 

“T merely looked on, but I know a 
number of persons whose hands were 
on the rope. 

“He was the bravest man I ever saw 
in my life. He never shed a tear ex- 
cept when he kissed the flag and did 
not once beg for mercy or ask us to 
turn him loose.”’

GEN. RESCHE DISMISSED 


; 


FROM FEDERAL SERVICE 


He Is German-Born and It Is 
Alleged That He Lack- 
_ed Zeal. 


Washington, April 10.—Discharge 
from the federal service of Brigadier 
General Frederick E. Resche, of Min- 
nesota, a German-born officer com- 
manding a brigade of the Thirty- 
fourth national guard division at 
Camp Cody, New Mexico, -was an- 
nounced today in army orders. 

Failure to maintain his command on 
an efficient footing is the cause offi- 
cially announced for giving the officer 
an honorable discharge. Certain re- 
marks attributed to him, however, 
have drawn attention to the question 
of his loyalty, and while no overt act 
of disloyalty has been charged, his 
utterances are being investigated. 

The primary desire of the war de- 
partment, it was said at the depart- 
ment today, was to get out of the 
service an officer of high rank who 
was shown by the reports of inspec- 
tors to be lacking in zeal and enter- 
prise in preparing his command for 
conflict with the German army. For 
that reason he was promptly discharg- 
ed, and the question of his loyalty left 
to be passed upon by the civil branch 
of the government. The discharge 
makes a civilian of General Resche. 
Had he been a regular army officer 
the war department’s course would 
have been different. 

The Thirty-four division is com- 
posed of troops from Iowa, Minnesota, 
North Dakota and Nebraska. General 
Reeche’s successor has not yet been 


selected. 


Duluth, Minn., April 10.—Brigadier 
General F. E. Resche, discharged to- 
day from federal service, was born in 
Germany and received his early mili- 
tary training in the Prussian army. 
Some years ago he was captain of po- 
lice here. He was active in national 
guard circles, and rose rapidly from 
the ranks to command of the Minne- 
sota. brigade. .

American soldiers in England and a 
fine stamp of men they are.

Other American Forces 
Are Moving Rapidly to the 
Front. ; 


With the British Army 
April 10.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The first of the American fighting 
troops have arrived on the British front 
and have been greeted with intense en- 
thusiasm. The overseas pioneers were 
a battalion of infantry, which came 
swinging along the road into a certain 
sector after an all-night march that 
began on the anniversary of America’s 
declaration of war. The dusty uni- 
forms and unshaven faces of the Ameri- 
cans showed that they had been long 
on the road. 


AMERICANS GOING 
RAPIDLY TO FRONT. 
Washington, April 10.—With the 
news that American troops are in the 
battle zone, the blunt statement of 
David Lloyd-George, the British pre- 
mier to parliament, as to the situation 
in Picardy came home to Americans 
today with added force, Army officers 
expressed 


President Wilson had begun to arrive 
for the British had left no room for 
doubt that the need for them is ur- 
gent. 

Behind thet, advance guard other 
American forces are moving rapidly to 
the front. Figures may not be dis- 
closed, but it is known definitely that 
the rete of departure of American 
troops for France now is three times 
that of only a short time ago. 

News from the battle ‘front “today 
was not encouraging. Officials admit- 
tedly did not understand the purpose 
of the Germans in extending the scope 
of the battle far to the northward of 
the great wedge already driven into 
the British lines in the attack on 
Amiens. It was pointed out, however, 
that the struggle undoubtedly was en- 
tering a third phase, the first German 
drive having been checked short of its 
object and the second attempt to 
widen out the apex of the German 
thrust having met with small success. 

On the whole, military opinion based 
on meager details shown in today’s 
dispatches, inclined to the belief that 
the Germans had found even the 50- 
mile front of their drive at Amiens too 
confined and too fraught with danger 
for their purposes. For this reason it 
was assumed that the new attack was 
designed to flatten out the British 
lines on the German right flank in the 
old position and thus furnish room 
for new assaults at the juncture of the 
French and British armies. 


SEDITION MEASURE 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Heavy Penalties Are Pro- 
vided for Disloyal Utter- 
ances—The Measure Now 
‘Goes to Conference. 


Washington, April 10.—The sedition 
bill, prohibiting under penalties of 20 
years’ imprisonment and $10,000 fine, 


language or acts of disloyalty or ob- 
struction of the army draft and Lib- 
erty Loans, was passed today hy the 
senate without a record vote. It now 
goes to conference between the house 
and senate and final enactment is 6x- 
pected soon. 

Protracted and bitter debate marked 
consideration of the measure, the pas- 
sage of which has been strongly urged 
by administration officials, to permit 
the government itself to deal with Cis- 
loyal agitators and check the growing 
dangers of mob violence. 

Although modified to meet the ob- 
jections of senators who claimed the 
original draft would curb legitimate 
freedom of speech, the bill retains the 
broad inhibition of words or acts which 
“Support or favor the cause of the Ger- 
man empire, or its allies .. . or Op- 
pose the cause of the United States.” 
Tt also would punish wilful and “dis- 
loyal, profane, scurrilous, contemptu- 
ous or abusive” language about the 
American form of government, consti- 
tution, military or naval forces, flag 
or uniform,” and wilful utterances de- 
signed to curtail production of essen- 
tial war materials. , 

The senate adopted an amendment by 
Senator Jores, of New Mexico, provid- 
ing for dismissal of federal executive 
employees making disloyal statements. 
This was a substitute for one intro- 
duced by Senator Penrose, of Pennsyl. 
vania, several days ago, after attacks

London, April 10.—The sinking of 
British merchantmen by mines or sub- 
marines last week reached the next 
lowest level of any week since Ger- 
many began her intensive submarine 
campaign early in 1917. Four vessels 
of more than 1,600 tons, two of less 
than 1,600 tons and two fishing boats 
were sent to the bottom.

VIMY RIDGE. 

The famous Vimy ridge, won a year 
ago by the Canadians, is receiving a 
prodigious visitation of shells from 
German batteries. The Canadians, how- 
ever, with their usual complacency, 
are awaiting an infantry attack, satis- 
fied that they again will be able de- 
cisively to defeat the enemy and hold 
this important sector. 

While the battle in the north has 
been in progress the fighting south of 
the Somme, where the British are 
aligned against the Germans, has been 
rather subdued. No so, however, on 
the sectors where the French and Ger- 
mans are disputing the occupancy of 
the terrain. Furious assaults and coun- 
ter assaults have been going on around 
Hangard - en - Santerre, the village 
changing hands many times., At last 
accounts the French not alone held the 
village, but also the nearby cemetery. 


ALL CIVILIANS 
LEAVE ARRAS. 


Paris, April 10.—The civilian popu- 
lation of the city of Arras has been re- 
moved. For more than three years the 
city, before the war a place of some 
25,000 inhabitants, held out under al- 
most continuous bombardments by the 
enemy’s big gun. It is situated on 
the Scarpe, just behind the northern 
end of the main battle front. 

A city employee who was unscathed 
during the three years of bombard- 
ment, was killed by a shell just as he 
was leaving the town. 


BRITISH ADMIT

“This morning the enemy also cross- 
ed the Lawe at strem, but was coun- 
ter attacked by our troops and driven 
out of the village and back across the

“Between Estaires and Givench 
positions have been maintained. On 
other parts of the British front the 
day again passed comparatively quiet.”

Concurrent with the prohibition victory in 
Massachusetts, the liquor interests lost vast 
reaches of territory as the result of the 
“wet” and “dry” voting in the township elec- 
tions of Illinois; and at midnight of the 
same day a state-wide “bone dry” prohib- 
itory law became effective in Indiana. 

Prohibition, nation-wide and air-tight, is 
coming. It is inevitable. Every indication 
points that way; and those who attempt to 
block it might as well be butting their heads 
against a stone wall! 


IS CITY “ON THE SQUARE?” 


It is a matter of general knowledge that 
Atlanta is being retarded in its progress by 
the inadequacy of its charter. Especially 
does this apply with reference to street and 
other public improvements. : 

It is also a matter of general knowledge 
that contractors shun Atlanta—contractors 
even who live here and whose interests are 
centered in Atlanta. When Fulton county 
wants a road built, paved or otherwise im- 
proved, it finds contractors eager to bid for 
the work; and only a short time ago the 
little city of Augusta experienced neither 
difficulty nor delay in letting a contract for 
a $285,000 paving job—notwithstanding the 
fact that Augusta is less than one-fourth as 
large as Atlanta, that it only recently in- 
curred an emergency indebtedness of a mil- 
lion dollars for levee work, and that its per 
capita debt is much larger than Atlanta’s. 
Yet, when Atlanta advertised for bids for 
repaving its main thoroughfare from the 
heart of the city to Pine street it received 
not a solitary response! 

There must be, and there is, a reason for 
this—perhaps more than one. 

The consensus of opinion, on the part of 
contractors, city officials and the lay citizen- 
ship, seems to be that at least one funda- 
mental, basic reason lies in the inadequacy 
of the public improvement system under 
which Atlanta is operating, and which it 
has been operating since the adoption many 
years ago of its village-size municipal 
charter. 

That being the case, the logical thing to 
do first in remedying conditions is to change 
that system for a better one. 

To that end it is gratifying that the char- 
ter revision committee of city council has 
taken favorable action upon a proposed ordi- 
nance calling upon the legislature to grant 
permission to Atlanta to amend its street 
paving laws— 

“so that when the majority of prop- 
erty owners along any street petitioned 
the city to have the street paved or the 
paving renewed, the city could authorize 
that the work be done, contract for same 
and pay the contractor cash, thus reduc- 
ing the cost of,the work over the pres- 
ent system under which the contractor is 


paid in three annual instalments for his 
work.” 


That is a step in the right direction, and 
if concurred in by council and carried 
through by sanction of the general assembly 
it undoubtedly will result in vast and far- 
reaching benefit to this community. Cer. 
tainly such a reform would remove at least 
one of the causes of Atlanta’s continuous 
and perennial difficulty-in finding contract- 
ors willing to do its public improvement 
work. 

It may be that there are other and con- 
tributory causes. | 

Chester A. Ragland, an Atlanta business 
man, says, in a very interesting communica- 
tion which appears elsewhere upon this 
page, that there are. He says, by inference, 
at least, that the city of Atlanta is “a debtor 
who will not pay her bills;” that Atlanta is 
‘notoriously litigious;” that, regardless of 
moral obligation, if Atlanta can find a legal, 
technical loophole by which to evade pay- 
ment of a monetary debt, she does so, etc., 
etc. In other words, that Atlanta is not “on 
the square” in her business dealings. 

There is evidence tending, in a measure, 
at least, to substantjate Mr. Ragland’s indict- 
ment; and it surely coincides with public 
opinion to an extent sufficient to give his 
communication general interest; so The Con- 
stitution presents it upon its face value. 

If there are reasons, additional to our 
legal restrictions, why Atlanta is being held 
back in its development they can easily be 
ascertained and remedied. But undoubtedly 
@ sweeping reform in the fundamental prin- 
ciples by which the city is cramped and hog- 
tied at present—as proposed by the charter 
revision committee of council—will remove 
a serious impediment and materially sim- 
pjify the removal ‘of others that are in the 
way of the city’s progress.

Atlanta Accused of Sharp 
Practices in Business 


Editor Constitution: I have read with a 
great deal of interest your editorial entitled 
“Why Atlanta Lags.” It may be that the 
conclusions I am expressing herein have 
arisen from a bitter experience my company 
has had in dealing with the city of Atlanta 
in a contractural way, but nevertheless, since 
you have written several other editorials 
along the same line, seeking a reason for 
the seeming failures of contractors and other 
persons desiring to do business with the city 
of Atlanta, I thought I would give you the 
benefit of my experience, 

For years the city of Atlanta enjoyed an 
excellent reputation for fair and jugt dealing 
with all persons who had contractural rela- 
tions with it. But today it is my belief that 
the reason why nobody wants to take a con- 


tract with the city is that nobody wants to 
sell goods to a debtor who will not pay his 
bills, and who is notoriously litigious. The 
city of Atlanta has established a reputation 
for unfair dealing with those who have dealt 
with it. As an illustration of specific in- 
stances I call to your attention the famous 
crematory case, which only became famous 
because the city of Atlanta wantonly refused 
to carry out its just contract and it only paid 
at the end of the law, after it had put the 
contractors to an enormous expense and 
great delay. In the fire alarm case, with the 
crematory staring this company in the face, 
they submitted to a deliberate holdup of 
over $25,000, and there was no man in au- 
thority in the city council to raise his voice 
in protest. The contractor was wise enough 
to accept his loss and quit. 

The city found itself without coal last 
winter. The contractor refused to ship more 


coal to the city because it had not paid its 
bills on contract and the city lawyers ad- 
vised that a suit could not be maintained 
because the city had breached its contract. 


The Noll Construction company built the 


sewage disposal er and collected its 
money after several years’ litigation. 

Chief Beavers was ruthlessly' thrown out 
of office unlawfully, as held by every court 
that has passed on it. After depriving him 
of his office. for more than two years, as a 
condition precedent to doing him justice, the 
city demanded that he remit $8,000 salary 
then due him. He had no alternative but to 
accept the loss. 


On the day of the great fire, when it 
seemed the entire city would be destroyed, 
my company furnished the city of Atlanta 


several hundred Pyrene: fire extinguishers, 
which were used to-very great advantage and 
undoubtedly stopped thousands of small in- 
cipient ftres. Before these extinguishers 
were delivered the chief of the fire depart- 
ment signed an order on our company, but 
when we sought payment for the goods we 
were met with all kinds of technical de- 
fenses, viz.: that the chief of the fire depart- 
ment had no authority to issue such order: 
that the mayor did not sign the contract, and 
many other excuses. We were told by. sey- 
eral of the members of council that our claim 
was of a high moral nature, but not tech- 
nically binding on the city. 


The circumstances of delivering thege 


goods were such that no meeti of council 
could be held, and no strictly legal contract 
made with the city. 


We believed that the city’s moral obliga- 
tion would be good and we never hesitated 


under the stress of the emergency to deliver 
the goods. But we have !ost our property. 

Nobody in the city government seems to 
think dealings of this character are wrong. 
Nobody seems especially interested in right- 
ing them. Can you really blame a contractor, 
who has to borrow money with which these 
large city contract jobs are done, from hesi- 
tating in dealing with a pare which has 
established a reputation for sharp dealing 
and extreme technicality in the carrying 
out of its contracts, and more especially a 
party which: has strenuously resisted in the 
courts all attempts to collect just claims? 

There is- another practical reason why 
these contractors cannot deal with the city, 
and that is that financial institutions and 
banks know the well-established reputation 
of the city of Atlanta and will not finance 
obligationa of the city on contracts, and re- 
quire the contractors to secure their loan 
aside from the city's undertaking. 

It may be that I am in error entirely in 
my views, but until the city of Atlanta makes 
good the thousands of dollars losses it has 

ceasioned people who have had dealings 

with it, it is my belief that it will continue 
to have difficulty in letting contracts, but 
probably worse still, when it does let con- 
tracts a margin of safety will be added by 
every contractor who deals with the city, 
and this additional cost will be spread over 
all the contracts the city lets.

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“Women are not another branch of serv- 
ice in their country, they are a part of it, 
and an influence in it beyond estimation,” 
stated Major E. B. Camac, of Fort McPher- 
son, who addressed the woman's Liberty 
Loan committee of Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing in the auditorium of the chamber of com- 
merce, 

“If you are not stirred by world condi- 
tions as they present themselves at the mo- 
ment; not stirred by your country’s obliga- 
tion in this war, then you are dead, and 
an obstruction in the way to winning. 

“Do you believe that right is greateg than 
might? 

“Do you believe in the democratic form 
of government? 

“Do you believe in the value of a sacred 
oath of government? 

“If you do believe all these things then 
you understand the fundamental principle of 
all our human relations, which will give you 
courage in your work, and ‘pep’ to your ap- 
peal—so go to it and do your very best,” 
said Major Camac. 

He told the women that though money 
was not the only thing to win the war, that 
the war could not be won without money, 
and that one of the ways to get it was 
through the sale of the Liberty Loan bonds. 

And a great influence women can have on 
the spirit of the war work, Major Camac 
asked them to exercise even in their homes, 
is in the direction of keeping the cause up- 
permost in mind, not credit or higher rank 
or position. 

“This holds good in your civilian war ac- 
tivities, as well as in the army,” stated Major 
Camac. 

“Work for the highest and maybe the 
recognition will come. If it does not, why, 
work on for the higher cause anyway. Do 
not use the war as.a medium through which 
to climb—let women be the prime movers in 
wiping out this idea. It is being wiped out 
every day where it has existed. I see it in 
my inspection of certain departments of the 
service this year, in comparison to condi- 
tions which existed last year. 

“Where there was too much ‘ego’ last 
year there is alertness this year, and active 
patriotism. ~° 

The Man and the Job. 

“Show me the man who feels too big for 
his job, whatever it is, in this war crisis, and 
I will show you the man who is too little 
for his job. 

“Put service and cause ‘before every- 
thing,’’ was the keynote of the address. To 
emphasize the ever-increasing horrors of the 
war, and the courage of the women in Eng- 
land and France to _ sacrifice themselves 
without demand for credit of organization 
or individual, Major Camac read extracts 
from letters written by a woman—a friend 
of his in the war zone—who has given her 
eldest son to the war and is training two 
others to go when they are ready, and keep- 
ing the home fires burning at the same time 
and looking after her little daughter. 

She wrote among other things: 

“IT work in one of the canteens in an 
aeroplane factory every day—eight hours a 
day. It is hard work, but we who have the 
leisure must do it. 
dish washing, and the carrying of heavy 
trays through the factory and serving the 
workers,” 

Then she described the aeroplane raiding 
which continued every evening for seven 
days, when each time people were killed and 
property destroyed; and frenzied women not 
knowing for many hours afterward the re- 
sults or how many of their dear ones suf- 
fered. 

| Grim Truth. 

Major Camac’s address, while delivered in 
a conversational tone, was deeply impas- 
sioned at times, and again grim with the 
truth of the experiences he described after 
three years of service in the war zone be- 
fore he returned to this country, and became 


It consists of cooking, 


a member of the United States Medical Re- 
serve corps. He urged upon the women to 
exercise their influence and authority 4s 
home keepers, in the saving of food and the 
faithful observance of the government regu- 
lations. 

“No wonder too many of us take the food 
laws as humorous and joke of them, for they 
are so little in the line of sacrifice and what 
we should be willing to do,” he said. 

‘I would urge upon the women of the 
nation to make the conservation of the food 
in the home their special obligation. When 
they do the saving will not only be to the 
end of giving our soldiers and the children in 
the war zone bread to eat, but it will be 
saving which will mean more women will 
have the wherewithal to buy bonds, and the 
freer spirit in the service of selling them.” 

Mr. Hoxsey Speaks. 

J. M B. Hoxsey, chairman of the Atlanta 
Liberty Loan committee, in a brief statement 
outlined the work of the women in relation 
to that of the men. He explained that while 
subscriptions are being rapidly taken now 
by both the men’s and the "women’s com- 
mittees, that the men would initiate their 
active canvassing next Tuesday morning, fol- 
lowing the mass meeting Monday night, and 
the woman's committee their active canvass- 
ing April 22. 

In the meantime he stressed the impor- 
tance of the educational and publicity cam- 
paign now going on, when the men and the 
women were completing their organization, 
soliciting business and making a survey of 
the field lying before them, and the pros- 
pects he saw of Atlanta's third Liberty Loan 
drive being the greatest patriotic expression 
the city has made since war was declared. 

Mr. Hoxsey answered questions asked 
relative to the various phases of organiza- 
tion, and the sale of bonds in relation to the 
sale of thrift stamps, it not being wise to 
sacrifice the one for the other. For instance, 
in those communities where thrift stamps 
have met with ready sale it was not wisdom 
to exchange the thrift stamps for bonds, but 
push right on with the thrift stamps and 
buy the bonds, too. 

Mrs. Stevens’ Report. 

Mrs. T. T. Stevens spoke of the almost 
universal co-operation she had had in the 
organization of the organized forces of At- 
lanta women into the ward committees for 
the sale of bonds. Organizations of the city, 
their officers and chairmen have merged 
themselves into the one big committee of 
women for the sale of bonds, she described, 
and then the roll was called for the ten 
wards of the city. Groups of women arose 
representing their wards in organized com- 
mittees, with chairmen and vice chairmen, 
the second ward, under Mrs. Arthur Harris, 
having the largest delegation at the meet- 
ing. 

Mrs. Preston Arkwright, representing the 
woman’s committee of the ninth ward, of 
which Mrs. Beaumont Davison is chairman, 
spoke in response to Mr. Hoxsey’'s statement 
that the Liberty Loan committee was now 
an army in the making; that next week the 
battle would begin and that the week after 
that the women would be the reserve called 
in to gain the victory. She pledged to him 
that the women would be there and ready, 
and that they would work, work, and work, 
until the force of their work would be felt— 
as if the spirit of the sound of the old Lib- 
erty Bell would reach out and be heard by 
the boys in the trenches “over there." 

* The churches and schools will be used as 
meeting places during the woman’s week 
campaign, and Mrs. Stevens explained many 
features to excite patriotism, which the 
woman’s committees are planning. She asked 
that vice cheirmen and chairmen send to her 
office, 406 Chamber of Commerce building, 
the names of the women of their ward com- 
mittees as soon aa possible that they might 
be given the right publicity, all publicity go- 
ing out from Mrs. SteVens’ office.

Washington, April 10.—(Special.)—Here is 
a situation that is bringing a storm of pro- 
tests to the war department, and a congres- 
sional investigation is even threatened. 

In the first officers’ training camps 3,200 
men were commissioned as second lieuten- 
ants, quartermaster’s corps, natiopal army. 
Many of them—indeed, I am reliably in- 
formed a majority of them—obdjected to be- 
ing placed in the quartermaster’s branéh, 
having gone through the ninety days of hard 
training,’ seeking and hoping to obtain com- 
missions in the fighting branches of the serv- 
ice. Some of these men were actually in- 
formed that they were entitled to become 
first lieutenants, and captains in the lines, 
but that by reason of special clerical ex- 
Periences, etc., they should accept second 
lieutenancies in that branch of the service 
to which their experience in eivil life best 
fitted them, and so on. Some of them were 
disposed to break out of harness, but they 
were told that the call of patriotism was 
far louder than the call of individual pref- 
erence, and they all yielded willingly and 
loyally. Who would not have done so? 

It is a fact, too, that a great many of 
these second lHeutenants were told that their 
commissions were only temporary, and that 
in four or six weeks after the closing of the 
camps they would be advanced to higher 
rank. Many of them were told, it is alleged, 
that they would see quicker service abroad 
through the quartermaster’s corps, and that 
after having served for a period, during the 
early months of war organization, they 
would be transferred to the line. 

This army of second lieutenants were as- 
signed to the camps and cantonments. Many 
of them were never actually assigned to 
duty, it is said, even including hundreds who 
had been especially urged to accept that 
branch of service by reason of expert busi- 
ness qualifications. Young bankers had 
given up excellent positions, brokers, book- 
keepers; men in every walk had answered 
this country’s call, and numbers of men who 
had been drawing salaries of $5,000, or more. 
or whose earning capacities were equally as 
good, found themselves idling away’ their 
time at Gordon, or Camp Johnston at Jack 
sonville, or some other camp, drawing the 
meager salary of a second lieutenant, with 
out allowance, and paying practically’ all 
of that salary for uniforms and other per- 
sonal equipment and board. 

Time wore on. The reorganization of the 
departments in Washington called for thou- 
sands of men in the quartermasters’, ord- 
nance, shipping, intelligence and other nor- 
combatant bureaus. Men from civil lif: 
gan to get these appointments, being con) 
missioned as first lieutenants, and captain- 
and majors by the hundreds—yes, thousands 
The overwhelming majority of these «ivi! 
ians had received no military training. The, 
had to be taught to salute, and yet they wer 
landed at the desk jobs. They were permit- 
ted to buckle spurs to their boots, and 1 
look like trained soldiers. In the meantime 

The 3,200 men who had gone through the 
training schools, and who had been prevailed 
upon to accept service in this non-combat 
ant branch, remained in the camps with 
few exceptions, without promotions and w’ith- 
out opportunities to be of that vitalizing 
service in war that they had hoped might 
be their fortune. 

And to this very hour the policy of ap- 
pointing the captains and majors from civil 
life has been almost rigidly adhered to, and 
though nearly three-quarters of a year has 
elapsed, a great majority of the second lieu- 
tenants “G. M. C.” who came out of the train- 
ing camps last summer remain second lieu- 
tenants; and it is no wonder that many of 
them are almost broken in spirits. 

When General March returned from France 
recently, having been assigned to acting chief 
of staff, he was amazed at the number of 
men in the draft age who were holding down 
clerical jobs in the government department:« 
under commissions having been issued them 
in every branch from “colonel” down. He 
called for an inventory in every branch of 
every division. He went up in the air 
Thereupon orders were issued to begin : 
weeding; and the war department is weeding 
yet. It has only begun, in fact. And tn the 
reorganization that must follow the 4Geter- 
mination to stop this ignoble stampede on 
the part of young men of draft age for bomb 
proof jobs, may come, and let us hope shall 
come, a justifiable recognition of these thou- 
sands of young second lieutenants at the 
camps in the country who were among the 
first to answer the call to the colors.

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Says Not Contemplated 
That Today’s Committee 
Meeting Will Take Any

Hon, H. H. Dean, menrder of the state 
democratic executive committee, to 
whom reference was made in the recent 
letter of Hon. W. J. Harris, published 
in The Constitution, and in the other 
daily papers of the state last Sunday,

8,000 Unattached Troops 
Now at Camp and 7,000 
More to Come From This 
State April 26—Officers to 
Come From Depot Brigade 


While the training of the 82d division 
is progressing without interruption,: 
the nucleus of the next division that is 
to train at Camp Gordon has formed, 
and slowly but surely the first forces 
are gathering that will finally develop 
into the monster organization that is 
to step into the shoes of the 82d di- 
vision when the latter receives final 
orders to sail. 

The report that the next division 
trained here will be composed of south- 
ern negroes is vehemently denied, and, 
in fact, is contradicted by an official 
notice from the war department re- 
cently received here to prepare to re- 
ceive an increment of approximately 
7,000 new selectmen on the first call of 
the second draft, beginning April 26. 

Of this numbér, approximately 3,000 
will be whites. The white drafted men 
will represent the quota of this state, 
those of Alabama and Tennessee being 
ordered to some other camp, the name 
of which has not been officially dis- 
closed. The 4,000 negroes will also 
come from this state alone. 

At present there are about 8,000 
troops at Camp Gordon who are inde- 
pendent of the division proper, and 
about these the next division will be 
formed. Three thousand of these are 
whites from Georgia, Alabama and 
Tennessee, all of whom are quartered 
in the casual detachment of the 157th 
Depot brigade. 

The name of the official who will 
command the next division here has’not 
been disclosed, but it is unofficially 
reported that Major General Morrison, 
chief of training in this country, will 
head the organization. Fhe numeral 
that will designate the division will 
be somewhere in the nineties. 

For some time to come the gathering 
forces of the division will be command- 
ed by officers of the 157th Depot bri- 
gade who are now unassigned to per- 
manent duties. There are several hun- 
dreds of these at the camp, and Gor- 
don can rely on her own resources, so 
far as officers are concerned, until the 
number of men at camp is greatly in- 
creased.

“As soon as announced offer of Gen- 
eral Pershing accepted that fighting 
units of Americans would participate in 
battle, American army Y C. A. made 
all preparations to accompany them 
into greatest battle. We will go for- 
ward with troops and afford all pos- 
sible comforts. 

“At present 250 Y. M. C. A. workers 
with American army in shel] zone. One 
fatality during present fighting thus 
far is Miss Marion Crandall. Miss 
Crandall, the second American Y. M. C. 
A. woman worker to be killed in ac- 
tion, met death by the explosion of a 
German shell during the retreat of the 
allies on March 29.
